ALEXANDRIA, August 18.—The division of 
the guards and Sixtieth regiment are now 
embarking. The Gordon and Cameron 
Highlanders are going to Ramleh to form 
the nucleus of a Highland brigade under 
Gen. Alison. The ficet and transports are 
getting up steam. They will sail with sealed 
orders. 

TO START IN THE MORNING. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 18.—The whole ex- 
pedition ison board ship, ready to start in 
the morning. The destination is still un- 
certain. 


The Morning Budget. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 18.—the First Di- 
vision, with one regiment, will embark to-day 
after the bombardment of the forts at Abou- 
kir, for which all the men-of-war but two 
will be withdrawn from Alexandria. It is 
intended to land the First Division, under 
tne personal command of Gen. Wolseley, 
while the Second Division will be under M3j.- 
Gen. Sir Edward Hawiey, with Maj.-Gen. H. 
Wood and Sir A. Allison commanding. The 
brigades wii! co-operate from R«mleh. 

Arabi Pasha is said to be negotiating for his 
escape In case of need tothe residence of a 
fanatical dignitary on the borders of Tripoli, 


A deserter from Arabi Pasha’s forces 
gives a graphic description of the 
misery ovrevailing in the latter’s 


camp. where the wounded are crawling 
about, their sufferings unheeded, and present 
a sad piciure of distress and negiect. Some 
of these poor creatures are said to have been 
shot by their comrades to free them from their 
‘gony. Many Ezvptians are compelled, 
against their wil!, to fight. 

Paris, August 18.—The following telegram, 
dated Ismai:ia, was received from De Lesseps: 
‘*The Governor asked me to day whether the 
Egyptians could legaliy cut fresh-water canals 
from Cairo to Ismailia. I repiied in the 
negative. I shall communicate my opinion, 
which haa the sanction of jegal decisions, to 
Arabi Pasha, who has always scrupulously 
respected the rights of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany.’ 

BERLIN, August 18.—The delay of the 
Porte in accepting the proposai for a military 
ceovention has considerably irritated the 
German Government.. Herr von Hirscbfeid, 
representative at Constantinopie, has been 
instructed to make representations to the 
Porte concerning the feeling of Germaay on 
tbis subject. 

The correspondent of the Cologne Gazette 
expresses the opinion that Russia is prepar- 
ing for war with Turkey by way of compen- 
sation for Engiana’s occupation of Egvpt. 


Russia. 
LONDON, August 18.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg, says it is believed 
at Erzeroum, Armenia, tbat Russia is about 
to occupy the whole of Asia Minorto the 
Bosphorus. Owing to the undefended state 
ofthat partof Turkey, the Kussians couid 
easily do this without much bloodshéd. A 
dispatch to the Daily Telegraph, from Paris, 
says it is no secret that Russia is concentrat- 
ing aformida'le army in the Vaucasus. Th: 
army, it is estimated, iil number 78,000 
men. 
DENIES IT. 
St, PETERSBURG, August 18 —The Govern- 
ment officially denies the reports relative to 
the concentration of troops in the Caucasus,

How a Ruined and Discarded Girl 
Attempted Self-Destruction, 


_ — 


A Sad Souvenir for Mr. Fritz Meyer’s 
Nuptial Day. 


A little after 6 o’clock this morning three 
gentlemen walking along Pine street, between 
Eleventh and Tweifth, noticed a girlish form, 
cladsimply ina night gown, standing in the 
middle window of the second story of house 
No. 1121. As they looked the girl leaped to- 
“ward the pavement, or rather dived, 
for she jumped head first, the 
body turned in the air and she feli almost in 
a sitting position on the pavement. The men 
rushed across the roadway, picked the girl 
up and found her unconscious. For a moment 
they thought she was dead. The door bell of 
1112 was rung and the landlady, Mrs. Walsh, 
and several of the people rooming in 
the house crowded down amazed around the 


white still form in_ the doorway. 
She was then borne up-stairs to the 
room from which she had made her 


suicidal attempt and laid out upon the bed, 
moaning every time she was moved, and evi- 
dentiy suffering the most exquisite agony. 
Dr. Frazier was summoned at oace, and after 
a careful examination decided that no bones 
were broken, but that her spine was badly 
sprained, perhaps broken. She was the less 
able to bear the shock, because early last night 
she had attempted suicide with morphine 
and had taken an overdose. A Post-DiIs- 


PATCH reporter called at the house this morn- 
ing and after some demur was usbered into 
the sick ch: mber, where **Mrs. Bennett” lay. 
On the bed was 4 gir! certainly not more than 
sixteen vears old, girlish in face, girlish in 
form, little more than a child; in a word, a 
child who had succeeded in finding so much 
misery in ine wold that she 
had made two desperate attempts upon her 
life in one night. The scribe sat at the bed - 
-ide and watched the chid fora micute as 
she tossed backward andiforward. In afew 
minutes she began telling her story. Her 
home was in Clarksville, Mo., where she had 
lived up to last May. Her real name is Mittie 
Moss, and her lover’s name she would not 


tell. 

“‘Isn’t it Fritz Meyer?’ queried the re- 
porter. 

She started so violently that her back was 
wrenched again, and lying back with a 
groan sbe said: 

**No, no. That’s not his name. Don’t print 
that name, for God’s sake. He is going to be 
married. I’m ruined, and that’senough. I 
want him to be hsppy when I’m out>of the 
way. 

“Where did you meet him?’ 

* Ai home in Clarksville.” 

“And vou left home with him?” 

“VY ee,’? 

‘““Whata scoundrel he must be!’? Any one 
who would look at the chiid’s suffering 


face and sunken eyes could hardly 
heip the assertion. But she was 
up in arms in & moment. “You 


must not say that,” she said, “I don’t care 
what he does. This is all my fault—not 
bis. If any oneisto blame it’s not bim, its 
me. Liefthbhome because | was driven away 
by my stepmother, and he has been good to 
me, if he is going to leave me.” 

“When did you hear thathe was going to 
get married?” 

‘Just a iittle while ago.” 

“and then you made up your mind to 

ie,?? 

“Well, what have I to livefor? I can’t go 
home; [ dov’t want togohome. Nobody 
cares for me,” she almost wailed, and 
the tears came to her eyes. “This iife is 
worse than deathb,and I can’t get out of it 
how ?”’ 

‘‘Have you no friends you can goto?” 

“None but bim,and heis going to leave 

e,7? 

‘*How long have you been on the town ?” 

‘Since the end of May. It’s the moat hor- 
rible life a girl ever led, andlam wiiling to 
die to quit it.”’ 

“When did you make up vour mind to kill 
yourself?” 

“Qh, it’s been on my mind since I came 
here, but everything never looked so hopeless 
as it does now.” 

Miss Mamie Kinzie. who rooms next Mittie 
Moss, was asked to tell what she knew about 
the girl’s story: *‘Mr. and Mis. Benaett, as 
they gave themselves out,” she said, “took 
the rooms a couple of weeks ago. The man’s 
real name was Fri'z Meyer,and beis a traveler 
for tbe house of Merril Brotaers, of Chicago. 
He met Mittie Moss in Clargsoilie,and ruined 
her. Takiog berto St. Louis be established 
her in St. Louis jast May, and since then she 
bas been onthe town. She has been very 
low-spirited lately, the poor cnild is dread- 
fuliy diseased, and in the middie of her 
worry comes the news that her lover is going 
to marry a very wealthy Jewess liviog in this 
city. She had a picture of her fortunate rival! 
which I suppore Meyer gave her, and 
the iady is very handsome. Mattie 
wrote a most heert-broken letter to 
Meyer yesterday. I saw it iast night. She 
wisbes him happiness with his wife, and de- 
ciares that she is going to die because he is 
leaving her. Io ber talkg however, she tries 
to shield him as much as she can, and throws 
ali the blame of her fall on her famiy and 
herself. Last night I heard her moaning in 
her room,and went in aod found that she 
had taken morphine, but she took too mucp 
—eight powders—and ao, instead of dying 
she simply passed a miserable night, to try 
the experiment in another way.’’ 

**She seems well educated?’’ 

“You should have seen the letter she 
wrote. It was very pathetic, ~ritten correcily 
and in a most ladylike band.’’ 

‘*How oldis she?” 

“She ciaims to be 18 and I suppose 
sbe is.’’ 

‘*she can’t be over 16?” 

‘“*Well,sbe looks young, that’s afact. She 
says sbe is 15 thougb.’’ 

A Cliarssvilie friend of the girl, a Miss 
Kelly, spent the night with ber, and did not 
know anythingsbout the leap from the win- 
dow unt! Mitiie had been brougatin from the 
street. Miss Keliy jeft for Ciarksville and 
will bring the news of Mittie’s auiempt to 
her family. The chiid does not bope for 
much from her father, she does not loo« for 
much from anyouody, avd ber oniy wish is 
the despairing one to get tnrough with it all 
and be at rest. Foreaken by the 
villain who lured her away 
from ber home wasted by disease, perbaps 
cripped for life by her fal, ber future cer- 
tainly 1s a gloomy one, and terminates eliher 
in the etter or the river, as she mav elect. 

Mr. Meyer, bowever, can find much that is 
cheerful in the retrospect. He bas simply 
ruined pody and soul a girl whois iittie 
morethan a baby, and as arewardfor bie 
meritorious conduct is about to marry a 


wealthy and beauuful iady aad enjoy

DISMISSED. 


The Case of Edwin Wri oman- 

This morning the case of Edwin Wright, 
the mashing artist, charged with assault and 
battery on the person of Mrs. Emma Flor- 
ence, wife of the orchestra leader, came up 
in the First District Police Court. For some 
time Wright occupied apartments at Fior- 
ence’s house, No. 1315 North Eleventh street. 
Inthe course of his sojourn there he be- 
came quite friendly with the lady 
of the house. One evening in 
July Wright and the lady took a walk to- 
gether, When near the corner of Fifth and 
Walnut stree ts they stopped, and afier a few 
words were interchanged Wright suddenly 
raised his walking stick and struck Mrs.Flor- 
ence over the head with it several times. She 
fell, and after she was dowh he repeated the 


blows. Several bystanders witnessed 
the disgracefit] act, and as soon as possible 
took Wright away. An rcalaae 


was summoned and the ruffilan marched off 
to the calaboose. At that time Mrs. Florence 
said that she felt very much mortified an¢ 
outraged in her feelings, and would prose: 
cute him. The next day, when the case wat 
called in the Police Court, she failed to re- 
spond to her na:.e when called, aad the case 
was continued for one week, the prose- 


cution stating that Mrs. lorence was 
too badiy burt to appear. The 
evening before the case was called fer the 


second time Mr. Florence called at the Third 
District Police Station and .informed Capt. 
Frangel that bis wife had mysteriously dis- 
appeared during the afternoon of that day 
and could not be found. At thattime he ex- 
bibited considerable concern, but afterward 


said that he would never live with his 
wife again if found. When the 
case was called next day Mrs. Flor- 


ence did notsbowup. It was then appar- 
ent to evers body,and the opinion was so ex- 
pressed, even by the lady’s husband, that she 
stayed away to avoid giving evidence against 
Wright,and thatshe was even then being car- 
ed for by bis friends. Mr. Florence was very 
much chagrioed at his wife’s non-appearance 
and consequentiy his inability to successfuily 
prosecute the artist. 

Since her leaving home, Mrs. Florence bas 
not been seen by any of her former friends, 
but the police believe that she is now living 
on Broadway, near Howard street, witb her 
former laundress. To-day when Judge Jecko 
called the case it was dismissed for want of 
prosecution. ‘The friends of both Mr. and 
Mrs. Fiorence are at a loss to account for her 
strange conduct. 


TRAIN WRECKERS, 


Dastardly Attempt to Destroy an Ex- 
cursion Party. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., August 18—One of the 
mst dastardly and cold-blooded attempts to 
wreck a train was made last night at the first 
trestle this side of Allequippi Station on the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad. At Alle- 
quippi yesterday there was a picnic, which 
was attended by some thousand or more 
men, women and children, filling some half 
dozen coaches. Ono the return from Alle- 
quippi the train was going at arapid rate. 
Just before entering the first trestie the engi- 
neer discovered a large beam lying across 
the track, and the discovery was made just 
in time to enable him to stop the train. Had 
his attention been attracted in anothér direc- 
tion but for a moment before,the train would 
have been precipitated to the ground below, 
a distance of forty feet, and with the precipi- 
tation there would have been a terribie joss 
of life. Who put the obstruction on the 
track or the motive that tempted the fiends 
toengageinesuch an attempt at wholesale 
murder is, of course, unknown. There can 
be no doubt but what the veam was laid 
across the track for the express purpose of 
wrecking that particular train. The 
excitement produced by the discovery among 
the passengers Was 89 great that for the re- 
maivder of the trip there was much le«s joy 
than there had been. The railroad authorities 
have offered a reward of $500 for information 
which will lead to the detection of the wouid- 
be train wreckers. 


A Faulty Investment. 

Mrs. Elizabeth A. Jennings has filed a pe- 
ition in the Circuit Court, seeking the re- 
formation of a deed to some property. The 
lady complains that she was deceived as to 
the dimensions set forth in a deed of alot 
which she purchased of William T, Coleman, 


through James M. Carpenter, the real estate 
agent. Mrs. Jennings alleged that she paid 
$3,000 cash for a lot on Cook avenue which 
was stated to be SO feet in widta 
by 165 feet in depth, the widto 
being even throughout. Mrs. Jennings made 
arraogement to buildtwo residences on ihe 
lot and afterward discovered that the lot was 
not of even width, but was only 42 feet wide 
st dlaces adjoining alotof the grantor. It 
is alleged thatthe purchaser Was deceived 
in that regard and she prays to bave the deed 
reformed and the maiter straightened out. 


EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Mr. Slade, State Superintendent of Publite 
Instruction, decided this morning that Mr 
Tissier, secretary of the East St. Louis Board 
of Education, hed no authority to issue an 
order for the payment of the ground pur- 
chased for the colored schoo! siie either or 
the surplus funds or bonds, The 
decision prevents the possibility cf 
nuilding a colored school in the nesr future, 
as an election must be called to decide whe 
ther a site will be purchased from the survp.us 
fund or bonds issued. Mr. Siade’s opinion 
was asked on the question by Mr. Tissier co 
reiieve him from ali personal responsibilicy in 
the matter.

The Merchants’ Exchange Building 
the Theater of War.

Price and Love Capture the Shop and 
Remain in a State of Siege. 


The bucket-shop row in the Merchants’ 
Exchange Building, in which Messrs. Love, 
Price and Trieber are the principal charac- 
ters, assumed huge proportions this morning, 
and for a time a riot seemed imminent. 
Flatchets were flourished, men thrown out, 
furniture smashed and constables anda police 
were a8 thick as green gnats ayound an elec- 
triclight. A large crowd surrounded the 
room all day, the doors being barricaded, and 
ibe garrison of five men, ali in their sleeves, 
stood awaiting the next attack. The quarrel 
is avery mixed up, but from the statements 
cf the pringipals, the following appears to be 
the story. Dave Trieber and a man named 
Kramer rana bucket-shop in the Knapp 
building on Third street, and wére successful 
enough to make $15,000 in six months. 
Aman named Roseabe:g ran the rooms Nos. 
130 and 132 Merchants’ Exchange building, 
where the fight occurred to-day. When he 
failed, some time ago, Trieber bought from 
him the privileges and furniture of the room 
for $450 and moved up from the Knrapp 
building. After he got in he had considera- 


bie bad luck. An attachment 
held over Resenberg was used 
as an incumbrance = on the furniture. 


When that was settled the bucket shop men 
in the building succeeded in running up the 
rent on him from $75 to $200 a month. as they 
were not anxious for bis company. Then bi» 
partner, Kramer, withdrew and ths market 
be gau torun against him. He lost cousider- 
able money and was stightly harassed some 
time ago, when Messrs. John E. Love and 
Thos, E. Price stepped up to bis assistance. 
They furnished all the maney torun the 
room, Trieber putting ia the fixtures as his 

share, and agreeing totake one-third of the 
profits. This arrangement lasted for some 
time and then the trouble began. About five 
weeks ago grain was performing a!!l 
kinds of antics. ‘There was a profit of $15,900 
on the sheets in front of the shop. 
Trieber knew that wheat might flop over at 
any time, and he suggested to his patrons that 
they “hedge” some of the profits, so as tu be 
sure of making something in the eventofa 
turn. They would not consent, and cenciuded 
to stand as they were. As a result, the 
market took a sudden and crooked turn, the 
result of which was that the bucket-sbop lost 
all of the $15,000 profits and $6,000 in good 
money besides. Of course this did nottend 
to breed good feeling among the partners. 
Ou Saturday they still took contracts, and on 
Monday last, when the market opened again 
4cents against *he house, a settlement was 
effected, and preparations for closing made. 
The rent last month was paid by the firm, 
Trieber & Co. For August, Mr.’ Love him 

self paid toe rentin bis own name. When 
the firm settled up Dave: Trieber, who stijl 
owned the furniture and fixtures, kept pos- 
session. He took in with hima man named 
Farwell, whois quite a character. Not more 
than twelve months ago Farwell borrowed 


$10 on his watch, and so lucky was he 
with the joan that now be 
is said to be worth $20 N00 


He agreed to bacx Trieber and put up the 
money. Mr. Love, Who intended to continue 
the business, and bad rented the rooms tp 
to September 1, did not iike this arranve- 
ment. Sothe fight went on, each watching 
the other. On Wednesday morning a Con- 
stable, with a wveace warrant, marched 
into the bucket=shop and arrested: Price 
and Love, and they were bound over. 
Trieber Jaughedin his sieeve and thought 
he bad the best of the joke. This morning 
Deputy Sheriff Ehlert inarched down from 
the Four Courts with a warrant for Trieber 
and his partuer, Farwell, charging them with 
forcibie entry and detainer. The warran! 
had bees sworn out at 7:30 a. m., by Love aad 
Price. The Depyty marched his men out cf 
the bucket-shop, they leaving an o!d man 
named Myerstein and a clerk to hald the tort. 
Thev had succeeded in keeping out the Price 
and Love combination for several days,and us 
Trieber was being marched away a friend 
shouted to him: 

‘Look here, Dave, vou had better put some 
men in there to bola that place until you get 
back.” 

‘Ob, Myerstein will hold it,” said Dave, 
and he went off with the Deputy. 

He was mistaken, however. Scarcely had the 
pursuers reached the eud ofthe gangway 
ieading out of Fourth street, when the as- 
sauit was made. i, ve was on hand with a 
brand-new hatchet Wrapped up in a 
newspaper. So was Price and also young 
Ed. Kimbrough, Love’s brother-in-law. 
When the attack was made the customers 
were inside putting up margins and the busi- 
ness was going on nicely. Suddenly the two 
rushedin and the fire began. The clerk 
leaped the counter and fled for his life. Love 
commenced chopping away with his hatchet. 
Mvyerstein stood tu his guns 
and swore he would not leave. 
In the melee a big chunk of wood was thrown 
upagainst the New York quotation board, 
digging abig hole init. Mverstein pounded 
the counter and declared he would not jeave. 
A couple of men took hold of him and forci- 
bly moved him towards the door, the crowd 
yelling and shouting with delight 
at the prospect of fight.

“I’m an American citizen,” yelled Myersien 


at the top of nis voice, ‘and I call on eve y 
American citizen in the crowd to protect me 
in my rights.” At this the large crowd yeiled 


again. Myerstein was moved towards the 
door and ruthlessly and  careless- 
iv tossed out onto the stones 
of the floor of the hall. 


When he got up one door was locked and the 
other barricaded with achair piaced under 
the lock, and made secure in various ways, 
Inside were Eu. Kimbrough and Tom Price 
both of whom had stripped off their coats and 
collars, and were ready for anything thar 
might turn up. Myerstein complained that 
his back hurt him badiy, and thought that 
be hud been hit with the hatchet, 
He demanded admission, but Price and Kim- 
brough only laughedat him. When Trieber 
and Farewell came back they were also lockea 
out and they departed in search of their at- 
torneys, Sampson and Joy. Ip the meantime 


Price and Love’s, attorneys, Joseph 
G. Lodga and L. D. Seward. came along. 


Mr. Lodge smiled wisely at the victory his 
clients bad attained. Seward turned totele- 
graph instructions through the glaes, the in- 
siders not daring to open the doors for fear of 
A surprise. When the  pautomime 
proved a failure Seward hunted for 
several minutes for a crack in the door 
opening through «hich be could speak.

Cattle Dealers Who Wiil Sue Mr. Hud- 
60n. 

City Collector Hudson’s assiduity in at- 
tempting tocollect licenses from those by 
whom they are due has roused a mil@ sort of 
nornet’s nest about that suave officiai’s ears. 
a 1877 the Municipal Assembly passed an 

rdinance, which was duly approved by the 
then Mayor, levying a tax of $50 per year 
each upon cattle, and horse and cattle deal- 
ers, and $100 per yeareach upon sale-stable 
proprietors. The tax was fought des- 
perately by the parties chiefly interested, who 
organized themselves initio an association 
and employed counsel to test each Case as it 
c.meup. By agreement with City Counse/or 
Beil, the case against Mr. Thomas 5. Knox, 
ihe well known sales stable proprietor, Was 
submitted successiveiy to the Court of Criml- 
na! Correction, the Court of Appeals and the 
Supreme Court of tbe State. In March last 


decision upholding the license and declaring 
the position taken by the defendants to he al- 
tovether untenable.As soon as the result of the 
litiwation was made known, Collector Hudson 
commenced a vigorous Warfare sgainst the 
delinquent rate payers. By this 
sales stubie proprietors and horse and Cattle 
deaters were behind 
their licenses for five 
law an unpaid license is barred after two 
years, so that the Collector was unable to 
colleet for oniy the two years which ante- 
dated the decision bv the Supreme Court. 
Determined to bring as much m: ney into the 
city treasury as possible, Mr. Hudson filed 


informations against al! the dealers who 
had failed to pay their tax in the police 
courts of thecity. Tnen he succeeded in 


muleting them to the fullamouunt provided by 
the ordinance. In other words, fiues of P40 
each Were assessed against sale stable propri- 
etors and $200 each ayaiast cattie and bor-e 
dealers, anu Ubese fines now stand against the 
men. It will be seen that the amount of toe 
fine is nearly equal to the total amount of li- 
ceose overdue and unpaid sinee the fall of 1877. 
Most of the defendants, Lowever, unwilling 
Lo pay such heavy 
tothe Court of Criminai Correction, but with 
little hope of securing a reduction of the 
penalties than those inflicted by the Police 
Justices. Thus the cases at psesent rest, but 
the dealers against whom Collector Hudson 
hue levied bis warfare are by no means at 
rest. Ou the contrary they are quite active, 
and hence the reference to the hornei’s nest 


with which this item of _§intel- 
ligence was intreuduced.

FORE PHAROS. 


One of the Chief Defenses of the City of 
Alexandria. 
From the Lonaon Standara. 

The Pharos Fortress at Alexandria, or, as 
the Arabs call it, the Fortress of Kait Bey, 
now iaidip ruins by the British artiliery, was 
one of the most interesting monuments in 
Kxypt. It occupied the spot where stood, up 
to at least the Thirteenth century, the ancient 
Greek Pharos or light-house, one of the won- 
ders of the world, and as the present fortress 
was built in the fifteenth century, it doubi- 
jess incloses some of the earliest structure. 
When I went over the fortress in 1889, 
by special permission of the Khedive, 
I found every equare inch of 
masonry, except tne outer wails, covered 
with plaster, so that ove could discover little 
to prove that any remains ‘of the original 
Pharos were hidden inside the walls, thouga 
ithought it possible that the keep of the 
fortress wight bridentical with the base of 
the Pharos. The Arad historian Abd-el- 
Lateef, who saw the Pharos of the Greeks, 
describes it as consistirg of four storles—ibe 
firei, *quare, 121 cubis high; the second, 
octagonal, 81% cubits; the third, round, 31% ; 
the fourth, a lantern, 10 cubits high. Atlo- 
gether it was a grand tower 284 cubits high, 
und built entirely of white-marbie that 
glistened far out atseainthesunshine. I 
have no doubt that the destruction caused by 
the Engiish sbelis will reveai some of the 
original blocks of marble, aud periiap* even 
the foundation lines of the ancien’ light- 
house. 

The fortress lies at the extremity of the 
western wing of the Oid Harbor, occupying a 
smailisiand which 1s connecied wiih Fort 
Aida and the mainiand by a narrow cause- 
way carried on arche&, most of whicao have 
been filled up by the action of the sea. After 
traversiug the causeway, one. arrives ai tne 
soutbwestero angie of the fortress,ia front of 
a fine Norman- ooking gateway, woich con- 
sists of acircular arch, flanked by round tow- 
ers, With battlements and overhanging cor- 
bels. This entrance, however, bas jung been 
blocked up, and the one in use lies on the 
south side. The fortress consists of a huce 
square keep ortower, with a court-yard 
surroundea by barracks and thick wails; 


then an outer bailey, and beyond 
this, inciosing the whole, an irregular 
quadrangular line of waii. The outer 


wall is strengthened at interva's by plain, 
circular towers, haif engaged, and is pierced 


with embrasures. Atthe back of it, aloog 
the northwestern side, runs a platform 
mounted with heavy rifled guns, inciuding 


the three which gave so much trouble to our 
artillerymen; Uaodernesth the piatiorm a 
succession of pointed archecac recesses 
served to store ammunition or to shelter the 
gunners. From the ouler bailey a tunnei- 
like passage leads through the second iine of 
wall into tbe court-yard fronting the keep. 
In the middie of the covrt-yard stands, in 
singuiar contrast with the grim antiquity of 
ihe bulidi: gs around, a pretty jitile xarden 
fencedin by tall reeds, aud beside it is a 
well of fresh water and a fine marble 
basin. Some od fragments of 
hewn marble lie about at iandow. In 
front rises (he majestic fabric of the keep, a 
buge square tower, With small towers atiaci- 
edtothe a:gies. The corner towers do not 
rise above (ue walls, but the south wail was 
topped, at the time of my visit, by a crum- 
bling mimvaret of white stone, much decayed, 
but once exguistely chiseled. It was this 
minaret that was carried away by ashot from 
the Inflex'ble. The wails of the keep siope 
inwaid,s‘ightly awav from the perpendicuiar, 
They have a thickuess of from tweive to 
twenty feet. The door lies on the south s de, 
and is reached by a flight of steps. Ii: is 
formed by four enormous slabs of red Assoilan 
granite, the gigantic door-posts ani flat 
limiel remindiug one of the blocks at Sione- 
Avove the door is a tablet let iniothe 
waii,and imecribed with Cufie characters, 
which give the date of the fortress (iificen h 
century). The keep is built in three storics, 
of which the ground floor is used enicfly as 
the Mosque of Kait Bey, built in the form of 
a Greek cross, while of the spaces between 
the branches of the croas the two southern are 
u-ed «us shell magazives and store-rooms. It 
was in one of these, doubiless, that the ex- 
plosion caused bythe fire of our ships oc- 
eurred. . Asa question bas arisen whether 
the Arab gunners used round shot or shell, 1] 
may mention that J saw hundreds wf studueu 
conical shell for rifled guns ia these maya- 
zines. Of the other two corner spaces 
ove is occupied by the tomb of kait 
Bey; the other is empty. The four branches 
of ibe cross are each covered by a lofty vault- 
ing, while the ceniral square stands opeu to 
the sky, rising upward and formiog a large 
shift. The floor here is depressed a foot 
lower than the flooring of the branciies, and 
is covered with a fine pavement of marble 
mosaic, while that of the branches is mere 
earth strewn With matting. The interior of 
the mosque is quite devoid of ornament, 
though.it bas the usual numbar, or pulpit, 
nud Eastern niche. The structure of this 
mosque resembles on a smaller scale—or re- 
semiled, if oue must speak in the past tense 
—ihat of the mosque Suitan Hassan at Cairo. 

The staircase to the upper stories starts 
from the entrance passage on the right hand. 


One mounts two or three fligikis of crumb.- 
li @ xteps before arriving in the long corri- 
dors which form the first story. These cor- 


ridors pass about the ceniral shaft and over 
the four brafpcnes of the cross. i the mid- 
die-of the floor,'which is of solid masonry, a 
trench is cut for the defenders to crouch in, 
or to pasa safely by a ‘hou corner,’’ for the 
cor.ider is pierced for ordnance, and an ua- 
pleasant quantity of bullets eould come in at 
the embraasures, evenifno shot found en- 
trance. Qpening out ofthe corridors area 
Number of ebamobers for offices, Mounting 
once again, and passing a fine old Greek 
coumn with a Coriuthian capital, one 
reaches a second get of corridors narrowed 
by a row of smali vaulted recesses on the out- 
side, al] around; each recess has a small win- 
dow snd an open doorway into the corridor, 
but they were designed only for musketry 
fire, not forartillery. Another flight of steps 
leeds from these gallerie. up to the flat 
roof, which is broken in places, and at bes; 
no! proof against the fire of a Nordenfeldt 
When I was there, before quitting the roof I 


ascended the minaret, and enjoyed 
a view of sea, and city, and 
land, perhaps unequaled -in. splendor 


and interest, overlooking on the west both 
harbors and the Jong line of fortifications up 
to Fort Adjemi, the low coast of Mcks, the 
White houses of Alexandria shining in the 
fun, the sweeningcurve of the eastern shore 
to Ramleh, the Bay of Aboukir, where Nelson 
won his victory, and groves of palm, sheets of 
still lake water, and the green fields of the 
delta beyend. I never heard of an Engiish- 
man being admitted to the fortress before, 
and, if not the first, 1am certainly the last that 
ever stood on the minaret of Fort Pharos, 
which now, I fear, must be one of those de- 
scribed as **a heap of ruins.’’

Literary Work and the Use of Tobacco. 
From the London Times. 

In response to a circular recently sent out 
by Mr. Arthur Reade, who has veen collect- 
ing information as to the habits of literary 
Men in regard to stimulants, - the 
Moigno gives an interesting record of his ex- 
periences. The letter appearing in his pa- 
pers Les Mondes, states that he has pub- 

ished 130 volumes, small and great; that he 

scarcely ever leaves his work table, and never 
takes walking exercise, yet he never has 3 
trace sf headache or brain weariness. 

Souff taking he sometimes practiced, but 
he vigorously condemns it. He has learned 
twelve different lancuages by a method of his 
ow., and with regard to his acquirements in 
philology and chfonology be says: “I was 
one of the most extraordinary personalities 
of my time, and Francois Arago sometimes 
laughing!v throatened to have me burnt as a 
sorcerer.””’ Onone occasion, when in Mu- 
nich for a few weeks, and spending the even- 
ings with Bavarian servants, who each 
smoked four or five cigars and drank two or 
three pots of beer dailyv—Steinneil, the most 
iilustrous, boasted of smoking 6,000 cigars a 
year—the Abbe came to smoke three or four 
cigarsaday. Hehad also anew taken to 
snuff, so that when preparing his calculus of 
Variations, a very difficult mathematical 
work, be would empty his snuff-box, which 
held twenty-five grammes, in a day. But one 
day he was surprised to find himself pain- 
fully unable to recall the meaning of foreign 
words, or to remember dates with which he 
had been familiar. 

Thereupon he formed a heroic resolution, 
and since August 1, 1863, when he smoked 
three cigars and took twenty-five centimes’ 
worth of snuff, he has, up to tue 25th of June, 
1882, touched neither. This was, for him, a 
complete resurrection, not only of memory, 
but of general nealth and well being; be has 
had indefinite capacity of work, unconscious 
digestion, perfect assimilation of food. For 
the rest, be mentions that he takes a small 
cup of black coffee in the moraing, and when 
all but two or three spoonsful has been drunk 
he adds a smal! spoonful of brandy or other 
alcoholic liquor. This is his ration of stimu- 
jants. He goes to bed about 9 and rises at 5, 
full of vigor. The Abbe is over S80.

She retired to her room and 
never afterward avpeared in society. <A few 
months afterward she died, literaily brokenr- 
hearted by the disgrace which had been vis- 
ted upon ber by her unfortunate alliance 
with a deceiver and a thief.

OUR SISTER CITIES. 

A statistical report of the manufactures in 
twenty large cities of the Union has been 
printed by the Census Bureau. Among these 
cities are Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis. 
The figures given afford every dweller within 
our gates cause for self-congratulation that 
his lines have fallen in such pleasant places. 
We have long known that Cincinnati and 
Chicago were in a baa way, but the report 
reveals a worse condition than we thought 
existed. The livers, lungs and kiduweys of 
their people must be woefuliy diseased, for 
we learn that Cincinnati yearly manufactures 
patent medicines to the value of $540,000, 
while Chicago’s production in the same line is 
to the extent of $674,000. Asthe exports of 
both cities are comparatively small, it is fair 
to assume that these patent compounds are 
for home consumption, which forces 
a gloomy inference as tothe unhealthfulness 
of both towns. This presumotion is made a

A 
simple calculation, from preceding figures, 
brings out the curious fact that Cincinnati 
needs two dollars’ worth of coffins to one 
dollar’s worth of patent medicines, while 
Chicago reverses the proportions, and one 
dollar’s worth of her coffins balances two 
dollar’s worth of her patent compounds. 
This remarkable fact may be explained in 
two ways. One is that Chicago nostrums are 
wéak and do not attend strictly to business in 
the undertaker’s interest. The other is that 


the Cincinnati death rate is much greater than | 


her health reports indicate. That is a mat- 
ter, however, that in no way concerns us. We 
but state the facts,and the two cities may 
reconcile the difference as best as they can. 
It gives the reason, at least, why Cincinnati 
increased 80 littie in population during 
the last decade, for how could births keep 
pace with the production of coffins? 

If from diseases we turn to accidents that 
imperil human safety we finda state of af- 
fairs equally discouraging.

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A HORRID FESTIVAL. 
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fPorture Underzone by Braves at the 
sioux Sun Dance. 
Fort Bennett, Dakota, Cor. Chicago Times, 

The annual festival of the Sioux sun dance 
bas just occurred bere, and it Was a startling 
spectacle, coming as It did in acamp of 5,000. 
The festival Was celebrated with great pomp 
and circumstance On the Cheyeane, thirty- 
five miles portheast of this post. Thisis the 
first festival they have been permitted sto 
celebrate for a period of six years. The 
largest bands represented are those of the 
Blackfeet, Two Kettle, Sans Arc, Minnecon- 
jou, and the sub-chiefs Rattling Rib, Thunder 
Cloud, Young - Man-Afraid- of-His-Shadow 
spd Spotted Eagle, besides a host of lesser 
ivhts were present. Fifteen hundred of these 
nelong to the Cheyenne River Agency. The 
rest are delegations from Standing Rock, 
Rosebud and Spotted Tail Agencies. Tnese 
are aii Dianket lodians, aud 1,500 of them 
were the jale hostiles under Sitting Bull. Ar- 
riving upon the scene the correspondent 
fund himself on the outskirts of an Indian 
village numbering 5,000, and many of them 

but jately hostile. The midnight scene was 
ging Cprough big gray clouds; before us lay 
the seaming camp-fires of the savages, who 
were making night hideous with cries, groans 
and yells. ‘Twenty minutes later Major 
Waish galloped back with permission to en- 
ter. After introductions to Raitling Rib, 
Red Shirt and Fair Weather, Major Lewis’ 
teu-vear-old son Wiilie acting as interpreter, 
we were escorted to the arena, a circular in- 
closure containing about an acre of grouad. 

The sides consisted of a shed of poles cover- 
ei with skins and blankets, with the oven 
side fronting the enclosure. In the center 
of the ring was a cotton-wood tree, eight 
inches in aiameter and thirty feet high, from 
which the bark had been peeled, asmal! tuft 
of branches remaining at the top. This pole 
was ornamented with “‘medicine.”? From the 
bottom to the top hung a sheaf of sacred herbs, 
besides inuumerabile ornaments of a nonde- 
script eharacter. Shortly after we entered 
the arena a party of twenty or more began the 
beating of d:ums and chanting of prayers, 
which called into tne ring two young men, 
naked except the breach-ciout, ornamented 
with paint and feathers, each carrying io his 

band a dozen bone Whisties, ornamented also 
with feathers. ‘These commenced dancing, at 
the same time blowing whistle and keeping 
their eyes fixed up nm the moon. Couple after 
couple joined gntil there were at least fifty 
dancing In semi-circular rows; dancing and 
Whispiing, now fast, now slow, the cadence of 
the whistles keeping. time with the drums. 
Every ten or fifteen minutes there was a brief 
pause, when the drums Would stop and the 
dancers change wWhisties. Thisis the dance 
of the moon, and is an invocation of the gods. 
The oniy words our liitie interpreter could 
catch were, “Lord, we are praying to Thee.’’ 
This was kept up until daylight. 

To give ibe,reader a proper understanding 
of the foliowing ceremony that took place 
during the interval from daybreak until sun- 
rise 1 wili preface it Dy a word of explana- 
tion. - When an ludian desires to steal a horse 
or & sQuaw, Or be successful in any enter- 
prise, he goes tothe top of the highest hill 
and there covenants with his gods to bestow 
upon bim certuin giftsif he succeeds in his 
undertaking, to be ffered at the next annual 
festival. ‘lhese cfferings are thrown into the 
ripg andeach Indian has the privilege of 
catching the gift if he can, be who caiches be- 
ing considered a favorite of the gods. Snortly 
after daylizht this offeriug of pieces of wuod, 
e'icks, stones aku feathers attached to peb- 
bles. were thrown into the ring, 
each piece representing a~- horse, dog, 
gun, Or other gift, the catcher Calling upon 
the owner and receiving the property repre- 
sented. About a hundred yards from the 
arena we were shown aiarge tepee made of 
rawhides, within which were eight young 
braves preparing for the ordeal and the tor-

The 
wealth of this country per capita is about 
$1,000; that of Great Britain $1,260, and that 
of France something between the two. The 
richest country on earth, according to Mr.

DIVORCE DOINGS. 


A Business No Longer Ignored by High- 
Toned Barristers—Modei Petition. 


Judges Adams and Boyle and other Circuit 
Judges recent!y threw several divorce peti- 
tions out of courton the ground that they 
were defectively drawn and failed to set forth 
sufficient allegations to meet the statutory 
requirements in prayers for that 
class of relief. Some of the 


oldest practitioners, among them Judge T.T. 
Gantt, dropped a term on that account. That 
erudite attorney, W. H. H. Russell, was 
piucked in a similar way before Judge Boyle. 
Is 1s only of late that the oid 
established legal firms have _ stoop- 
ed to bandle’ divorce business. It 
has happened however, that the services of 4 
distinguished barrister would occasionally 
be cailed in to procure aseverance of the 
knot where members of old and prominent 
families were concerned, but the divorce 
business unti] now has been generally looked 
down upon. Ithas been refused by lawyers 
of the solar waik. Such is not the case in the 
present condition of litigation. For the 
guidance of the younger, struggling members 
of the bar in the filing of divorce petitions the 
following jecase filed this morning by 
Hitchcock, Lubke and Player may be 

quoted as a model drawn in accordance with 
the requirements of the statute: Mary Cros- 
son vs. Edward Crosson. Plaintiff states that 
she was lawfully married to the defendant iz 
this city November 13, 1872, and that there- 
after she continuously resided in this city, 
and is now still aresident thereof. That plain- 
tiff has in ali things faithfully demeaned 
herself and discharged her duties as the wife 
of defendant, but he has been addicted to 
habitual drunkenness for the space of more 
than one vear; that he bas been guilty of such 
cruel and barbarous treatment as to endanger 
the life of plaintiff, and that during said mar- 
riage he has offered the plaiotff such 
indignities as to render her condition intole 

rable in this, that he failed and neg ected to 
provide for the plaintiff ana her family; that 
he has been unwilling tolabor although com 

petent and able to do 80, that he might con- 
tribute to the support of  piaintil 
and his family. That he has 
also assaulted the plaintiff, for which 
she has been compelled heretofore to insti- 
tute proceedings in the Police Court, and he 
was sent for such offense to the Work-hou-e 
of this city. Of the marriage there were 
born four children, now living, named re- 
spectively, Jeremiah, 8 years; Katie, 6 year-; 
Mary, 3 years, and Wiiliam, 1 year. 
Said children are ali in the custody of the 
plaintiff, who has been maintaining and car- 
ing fur them. Plaintiff praysthe court to 
grant her a decree of divorce from defendant, 
that she mav have the custody of said chil 

dren, and that she may have the restoration 
of ber maiden name, McCarthy. By Hitch- 
cock, Lubke and Player, attorneys.
